HE King of Great Britain, and the Mof 
Chriftiaa King, being willing, in conformity 
to the 6th and 43d Articles of the Treaty of Navi- 
gation and Commerce, figned at Verfailles the 26th 
of September, 179%, to explain and fertle certain 
ints which had been reférved, their Brittanic and 
Moa Chriftiau Majefties, always difpofed more par- 
ticularly to confirm the good underftanding in which 
they are happily anited, have named, for that pur- 
yer § their refpeXive Plenipotentiaries, to wit, on 
the part of his: Britannic Majefty, William Eden, 
Efquire, Privy Councillor in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Member of the Britifh Parliament, and_ his 
Envoy Extraordinary. and Minifter Plenipotentiory 
to his Moft Chriftian Majefty; and on the part of 
his Moft Chriftian Majelty, the Count de Vergen- 
nes, Miniter and Secretary of State for the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs, and Chief.of the Royal 
Council of Finances ; who, after having communi- 
cated to each other their refpective full powers, have 
agreed upon the following articles : 

Art. I. Their Majefties having ftipulated, in the 
6th Article of the faid Treaty, *¢ That the duties 
on hardware, cutlery, cabinet ware, and turnery, and

Art. VILI. The Articles of the prefent Coaven- 
tion fhall be ratified and confirmed by his Britannic 
Majetty, and by his Moft Chriftian Majelty, in one 
month, or fooner, if it can be done, after the ex- 
change of fignatures between the Plenipotentiaries.

« The lin member then (tated, that, in 
the month of July, a writ was iflued for the election 
of amember of Parliament for Renfrew in Scot- 
Jand, and was fent and delivered to the Returning 
Officer, who did not pay any attention to it, till the 
moath of O&tober. Mr Adam reprefented it as a 
breach of the privileges of the Houfe; and fubmit- 
ted it, Whether it was that fort of offence which 
deferved their izemediate confideration. For his 
part, he thought it did ‘and he .intended, in that
